CLAIM AGAINST DOCTOR 
AND WIFE. 


DECISION IN CASTLEBAR 


CASE. 
gs ORE MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE. 

In case oí Thomas A. Wyune, of Main 
stveet, Castlebar, Co. Mayo, auctioneer and 
fancy. goods dealer and general commission 
agent, against James J. Hopkins, medical 

ctitioner, and Hester Hopkins, his wife, 
ormerly of Castlebar, but now ot Sefton 
House, Eltham, Kent, England, 

Mr. Kevin 0. Haugh (instructed by 
Mr. Alfved V. G. Thornton), on behalf of the 
plaintiff, applied for liberty to sign final judg- 
ment against the defendants for £86 9s. 13d. 
The plaintifí claimed £35 12s. 91d. for goods 
alleged to have been sold and delivered to the 
defendants and £50 16s. 4d. money alleged 
to have been paid by the plaintiff for the use 
of the defendants and for commissions 
executed by the plaintiff at the request of the 
defendants and on foot of an account stated 
and settled. 

The defendant, James J. Hopkins, denying 
the claim on his own behalf and on behalf of 
his wife, stated that as to the account for 
£55 12s. Qid. all, or substantially all, the 
goods were. supplied, if at all, to the de- 
fendante’ son and daughter, aged eight and 
ten years respectively, notwit ithstand, 
express instructions not to supply anything to 
the order of the children. As to the claim for 
£50 16s. 4d., the Gaming Act was pleaded. 

The case was before the Master of the High 
Court last Wednesday, and was put in the 
me s list. 

Justice O'Byrne said that Mr. Haugh 
could not, carry this motion, and he suggested 
transferring it to the Circuit Court at 
Castlebar, 

Mr. Gavan Duffy (instructed by Messrs. 
Garvey and Smith), who appeared for ‘the 
defendants, said that he had agreed to have 
the case transferred to the Circuit Court of 
Dublin if he got High Court costs, because 
the plaintiff had no business to bring High 
Court proceedings at all. A new affidavit 
had been put in by the plaintiff, and, if the 
Court thought that the defendants were try- 
ing to wriggle out of a debt, he would ask 
leave to plead. The defendants were people 
of very substantial means who had brought 
up their children, perhaps, in an extravagant 
way, but there was no question of their 
ability to pay. So far as the plaintiff's claim 
was concerned, there was ros of £2 10s. 
for a “motor car.” That, supposed, was 
a sample of the twentieth- century child, He 
submitted that his lordship had no jurisdic- 
tion to transfer this case, except by consent. 
That, he said, had been decided by the 
Supreme Court. k 

Mr. Justice O'Byrne refused the motion. 
and reserved all questions of costs.

CATTLE DEALER'S CLAIM. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing commenced of the action 
brought by William Toppin, auctioneer and 
cattle-dealer, of Fethard, Co. Tipperary, 
against Frances Slattery, of Mary street, 
Waterford, widow of the late Laurence 
Slattery, live-stock exporter, deceased. and 
his personal a and the sole bene- 
ficiary under his will claiming certain de- 
clarations with respect to accounts connected 
with partnership transactions between the 
plaintiff and the deceased, and also between 
the plaintiff and the defendant, the amount 
alloged to be due to the plaintiff with re- 

spect to the partnership between him and 
the deceased being £4,600, and the amount 
due on foot of the partnership between him 
and the defendant being about £158. 

The plaintiff claimed a declaration that 
he and the deceased were partners in the 
purchase and sale of live-stock; and a de 
claration that from and after the death of 
Laurence Slattery on the 22nd October, 1920, 
he and the defendant were partners in the 
purchase and sale of live-stock and the busi- 
ness of cattle-dealers on similar terms as re- 
gards sharing the profits and losses. The 
plaintiff also sought an account of the part- 
nership dealings between him and the de- 
ceased, and a similar account of the partner- 
ship dealings between him and the defen- 
dant, and asked to have the affairs of the 
partnership wound up. 

From the statement of claim it appeared 
that the partnership between the plaintiff 
and the deceased started about thirty years 
ago, and that during the deceased’s lifetime 
settlement accounts were rendered between 
the parties. After some time such settle- 
ments became more irregular, The last 
settlement was for the period ending Jlst 
July, 1913, and from that time till the 
death of the deceased there was no final or 
complete account. 

The á phage ag arrangement between the 
plaintiff and the defendant, it was alleged, 
was carried on till the month of January, 
1922, when the plaintiff, by reason of certain 
breaches on the part of the defendant of 
the terms of the partnership then subsisting, 
refused to continue the partnership any 
longer. 

In addition to traversing the alleged cause 
of action, the defendant state? in her 
fence that on the 25th October, 1920, 
arranged a meeting at her residence 
the plaintiff and several other persons, with 
the view of seeing how accounts stood be 
tween the deceased and such persons, and 
also with the view of considering the ad- 
visability or otherwise of the defendant en- 
gaging on her own behalf in basiness deal- 
ings with such persons’ aid; and at such 
interview it was arranged that the plaintiff 
and the defendant should enter into a part- 
nership with respect to the purchase and 
sale of cattle, and a memorandum of. such 
proposed partnership was drawn up in writ- 
ing by a mutual friend, who was present, 
but it was never executed by the defendant 
or the plaintiff. 

Lhe partnership between the plaintiff and 
the defendant was continued up to the month 
of January, 1922, in accordance with the 
agreement mentioned, when, in consequence, 
as the defendant alleged, of certain breaches 
by the plaintiff of the terms contained there- 
in, it was dissolved. 

Mr, Dickie, K.C.; Mr. Shannon, K.C., and 
Mr. M. J. Connolly (instructed by Mr, 
Thomas F. O’Brien) appeared for the plain- 
tiff; and Mr. A. C. Meredith, K.C.; Mr.

SECOND READING IN THE 
SENATE. 


THE LEGALITY OF KEY 
MONEY,

In the Northern Ireland Senate yesterday 
Viscount Massereene moved the second read- 
ing of the Old Age Pensions (Administration) 
Bil, the purpose of which, he explained, wes 
to transfer the service in connection with 
non-contributory old age pensions. and to 
make certain changes in regard to the making 
of claims. Non-contributory old age pensions 
was a transterred service, and respensibility 
for their administration rested with the 
Ministry of Finance and the Ministry of Home 
Affairs, and certain important functions 
rested with local pensions committees. 
Arrangemeuts were “in existence with the Im- 
perial authorities by which Customs and 
Excise officers carried out necessary _pre- 
hminary investigation of claims, and the Im- 
en Government was recouped by the 
Northern Ministry of Finance the cost of the 
time of officers engaged on that work. 
When the Contributory Pensions Act, 1925, 
was passed the Ministry of Labour was made 
the department responsible for its. administra- 


at seventy years of age, without restrictions 
as to méans, for persons under.the National 
Health Insutance Acts who satisfied certain 
tests Further, in January, 1928, insured 
persons would become entitled to.a pension at 
65 vears of age. It was desirable that all 
pensions administration should be under one 
Ministry. 

He. paid a tribute to the manner in which 
the local pension committeés in Ulster had 
carried out their duties. The Minister of 
Labour hoped to be able to have the assist- 
ance of these ladies #nd gntlemén in the 
administration of the new Act 

THE ESTIMATED SAVING. 

Mr. Long said that it was estimated that 
£10,000 would be saved by the transfer. of 
the administration to one department, but 
he would like some details of this saving. 

Mr. Jospeh Cunningham said that one of 
the principal objections which the people had 
to the bill was the substitution of the pension 
referees for the local pension commitees. 

Mr. Armsttong said that the new system 
would involve hardship on some clerks, and 
he hoped that the Ministry would do some- 
thing to soften this. 

Mr. Leslie said that he approved the prin- 
ciple of unification in administration brought 
about by the bill. With regard to the 
Pension Committee clerks, the majority of 
them were pluralists of a pronounced 
character, and the loss of one of their small 
salaries: would not, he thought, be a great 


hardship. 
M’NISTER’S REPLY. 

The Minister of Labour, who attended the 
Senate to answer any questions, said that he 
appreciated the sympathetic way in which the 
measure had been received. Ags regards the 
question of economy, he could only give an 
eStimate, as it was difficult to. give exact 
details in setting up a new service. The 
agency service carried out by the Customs 
officials, while eflicient, was an expensive 
service, and in future these duties would be 
discharged by the local managers of Labour 
Exchanges. In cases of dispute the cases 
would come before an umpire appointed by 
the Government. He considered that the 
final decision should rest with an umpire 
independent of any party, 

He recognised that there were still diffi 
culties in regard to proving age, but in a 
short timé this would disappear, as com- 
pulsory registration was introduced about 
sixty-three years ago. Chairmen of com- 
mittees in future would be paid fees for at 
teridance, and to a certain extent they 
would be mobile and able to go from 
one @istrict td another. Labour Exchange 
officials would act as the friends of the 
claimants, and do all in their power to help 
and secure evidence of age for claimants,

At the Central Criminal Court in Dublin 
yesterday, before Mr. Justice Jolinston, two 
young men named.

Mr. Jasper Tully, newspaper director, at Boyle, 
Co. . Roscommon, on the 30th May. 1927.

COUNSEL'S STATEMENT. 

Mr. Carrigan said that the charge was one 
of aggravated assault, and the case had been 
specially sent there for trial because of the 
excitement and influences which might be ex 
pected to defeat the course of public justice 
if it were trred where it onght to be tried 
in Boyle. Mr. Tully was an extensive news- 
paper proprietor in Roscommon, and had a 
arge printing works. He appeared to have 
given offence to the two men in the dock, 
because he declined to publish something 
for them. On the 30th May, about 7 p.m., 
Mr. Tully was leaving his office, and when 
he got to the street door Mullooly came for- 
ward and said that he wanted to have A 
private talk with him. Mr. Tully. assented, 
and Mullooly said that he wanted a friend 
to be present. He then went over to a 
public-honuse on the other side of the street, 
and Leavy crossed the street with him, and 
they went into Mr. Tully’s inner office. They 
produced a doeument, which» they stated 
that they required him to print. They gave 
him no opportunity of seeing the document, 
bat they sid that it was a matter of life 
ot death for hin to print the document. 
Mr. Tully said that he would not be dic- 
tated to, and should see the contents of the 
document. 

They then seized him, and after a struggle 
Mr. Tully broke loose from them and ran 
into the street, They followed and seized 
him again, but some people extricated him. 
The prisoners again followed him, asswulted 
him and threatened him with revolvers.

Periods in Politics. 


What period was the finest in English 
politics? The question has been asked 
again by Mr. Mitchell Banks, M.P., whose 
own vote is given for the days of Pitt and 
Fox and Burke. We think that, if a 
fair comparison is to be made between 
different periods—and if we disregard the 
results of statesmanship, as raising hope- 
lessly controversial issues—three things 
must be taken into account. These are 
oratory, morals and manners. There is 
no doubt that parliamentary oratory 
reached, in the days of Pitt and Burke, 
& splendour not since surpassed or 
equalled ; and in manners also we may yield 
the palm to Pitt's period. Parliamentary 
discourse was conducted with a high 
stateliness, and a constant restraint was 
put upon hot tempers by the custom of 
the duel. 
cloaked a morality of which later political 
periods would have been ashamed. 
Drunkenness was common in both Houses, 
even among ‘Ministers; bribery and 
favouritism were rampant in the affairs 
of State, and the whole system of politica] 
elections was rotten to the core. To-day 
English politics probably are the 
cleanest in the world, but their oratory 
and manners have fallen upon evil 
days. In the Lords only the Earl of 
Birkenhead, in the Commons only Mr. 
Baldwin, achieve sometimes the dignity, 
grace and eloquence of the classic tradi- 
tion; and, while the growth of Labour’s 
influence may have brought many bless- 
ings, it hag been disastrous for the 
manners of Parliament. Certainly nobody 
can claim that these are the best days of 
English politics. On the whole, we think 
that students of history will give the palm 
to the middle period of the nineteenth 
century, when Gladstone, Disraeli and 
Bright were the great men of the House 
of Commons. At that time the manners 
of Parliament still were grave and good, 
and the example of Queen Victoria’s Court 
had wrought a vast improvement in the 
morals of political society. Parliamentary 
oratory may have declined from the 
highest flights of the age of Pitt and 
Burke, but it still retained gifts of noble 
eloquence. It was studious of style and 
form, and leading statesmen still had the 
classics at their fingers’ ends. The time 
had not come when Mr. Balfour could 
say that his Education Bill at least had 
taught the Labour Party the meaning of

the words “ad hoc.”’ 

We hope that the great days of Irish 
politics—in their new orientation—have 
yet to come. Our two native Parliaments 
have been in existence for less than a 
decade, and every fair-minded critic will 
hold that they have made a good be- 
ginning. Let us take again the three tests. 
The public morality of the Free State and 
Northern Parliaments stands high; no 
serious doubt ever has been thrown upon 
the honesty of the two Governments’ 
financial administration. The manners of 
both Parliaments compare favourably with 
those of any other Parliament in Europe, 
including ‘‘ the mother of Parliaments." 
There was a trying moment in the Dédd 
when the Fianna Fadil Party entered it for 
the first time; but good sense and good 
manners prevailed to disappoint anybody 
who had hoped for trouble. Oratory fares 
as badly in Dublin and Belfast as at 
Westminster—a curious fact in view of 
the traditions of the race. Mr. John 
Redmond was the last of our political 
orators, and there is no promise of a 
successor. At times talk in the Dail is 
painfully long-winded ; but nobody now 
seems to care for the charms of diction, 
and we fear that a quotation from Virgil— 
if anybody should dare it—would fall as 
flat as a speech in Irish. No doubt, the 
country feels that former oratory brought 
it few benefits, and desires that its Parlia- 
ment shall discuss the nationa] business 
in the language of plain men. Perhaps, 
the decision is wise for the moment, but 
we hope that, as time passes and as the 
output of the universities begins to 
influence politics, the Daud will begin to 
cultivate the graces, as well as the 
utilities, of life.

A nation’s Parliament ought to have 
qualities rarer than those of an efficient 
county council.

A Baltic Problem. 


The arrival at Geneva of Marshal 
Pilsudski, the dictator of Poland, has 
brought the Polish-Lithuanian dispute 
once more to the forefront ; and the Council 
of the League of Nations will be oceupied 
in an attempt to solve this most delicate 
problem until it adjourns its session next 
week. Yesterday afternoon the Marshal 
lunched with M. Briand and afterwards 
had an hout’s talk with Sir Austen 
Chamberlain. They urged the Polish 
leader to come to terms with the 
Lithuanian Government, and the air seems 
to have been cleared of some misunder- 
standings. The present condition of affairs 
between Poland and Lithuania is very 
grave. Since 1920 the two countries have 
been virtually at war, although nominally 
they are at peace. Not only is there no 
diplomatic communication between them ; 
no railway trains cross the Polish- 
Lithuanian frontier, and it is impossible 
to send a letter or a telegram from one 
country to the other. Furthermore, as 
each country has a substantial population 
of the other's nationals, the minority 
problem on beth sides of the border has 
become acute. Poland and Lithuania 
alike are governed by dictators. Marshal 
Pilsudski makes some pretence of demo- 
cratic rule; but in Lithuania the youth- 
ful Professor Voldemaras is alleged to 
be completely ruthless in his methods. 
The city of Vilna is the bone of conten- 
tion between the two countries. Histori- 
cally each nation can lay claim to it,on 
almost equally convincing grounds; but 


when, after the fall of the Russian 


Empire, the new Baltic States were 
created, it was given to Lithuania and 
became the capital of the little Republic. 
The story of its seizure by Poland is fresh 
in the public mind, and Professor Volde- 
maras refuses to have anything to do with 
his neighbours until Vilna is restored. 
Poland, however, is equally Cetermined to 
retain the city. 

The League of Nations is in an awkward 
position in this matter, inasmuch as, after 
General Zeligowski had seized Vilna, it 
accepted the fait accompli and threw the 
cloak of its prestige over the Polish stroke. 
In the circumstances it cannot be ex- 
pected to request the Poles to evacuate 
Vilna, especially as everybody knows that 
its request would be ignored. Geneva's 
peace-makers, therefore, are making 
valiant efforts to find a way out of the 
difficulwy, and, in order to gain time, all 
sorts of compromises are being proposed. 
The solution that holds the field at present 
involves postponement of the Vilna ques- 
tion until the next meeting of the Council 
in March. Its sponsors suggest that in 
the meanwhile Poland should recognise 
formally the complete independence of 
Lithuania, and that the League of Nations 
should appoint a commission to visit the 
border. Probably this formula will be 
accepted, but it will not solve’ the 
problem. Next March, unless a miracle 
occurs during the next three or four 
months, the Poles still .will be in occupa- 
tion of Vilna and, the Lithuanians will 
refuse to admit the legality of their 
presence. Fortunately, the immediate 
danger of an armed clash has been lessened 
since the negotiations began at Geneva. 
Neither Germany nor Soviet Russia has 
any desire to become implicated in a 
Polish-Lithuanian conflict, and Herr 
Stresemann and M. Litvinoff alike have 
been trying to restrain the ardour of Pro- 
fessor Voldemaras. Nevertheless, while 
the Vilna problem remains an open sore 
the situation in Eastern Europe will con- 
tinue to be serious. It is complicated by 
the fact that trouble also is brewing in 
the South, where Hungary and Rumania 
are at daggers drawn, and the relations 
between Italy and Yugo-Slavia leave much 
to be desired. All these disputes may be 
attributed, directly or indirectly, to 
minority problems which have been either 
created or intensified by the treaties of 
peace. Treaties cannot change human 
nature, and eight years after Versailles 
Europe is beginning to realise that fact. 
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The Free State Crops. 


Although this year saw less sunlight 
than any other year in the memory of all 
except aged people, the farmers saved a 
respectable harvest -The report issued by 
the Free State Department of Agriculture, 
whereof we publish a summary to-day, says 
that everywhere the crops and grain and 
roots have been gathered and have proved 
satisfactory. Some progress has been 
made in the last month in threshing and 
in the carting of turf in districts where 
these operations had ben delayed. 
Conditions, however, have not been suitable 
for the preparation of the soil for winter 
wheat; but the ploughing of stubble land 
goes briskly forward and meadows are 
being dressed and drains cleaned. Hay 1s 
plentiful, despite the difficulties under 
which 1t was saved, and this fact, added 
to the good condition of pasture and the 
mild weather, has induced many farmers 
to withhold cattle from market in the 
hope of a rising price. Imported food- 
stuffs continue to be dear. This, perhaps, 
is the stimulus that has induced a fuller 
use of sugar-beet tops and of by-products 
from the Carlow sugar factory in stock- 
feeding. In the West, where potatoes are 
plentiful and cheap, they are being fed 
to all classes of stock. In the West ani 
South generally there is a potato surplus, 
and stocks have been shipped from Cork 
at prices ranging around £3 a ton. It is

potatoes yielded exceptionally well this 
season and brought high prices. Cattle 
prices have not improved, but the demand 
has increased. - Both price and demand for 
sheep have improved, and supplies have 
been inadequate. Prices for fat pigs have 
fallen and supplies have been checked. 
The horse trade has improved slightly. 
Milk supplies in many districts have 
fallen. Prices at the creameries were 645d. 
to 8d. a gallon in Munster; 7jd. to 8d. 
in Leinster ; 6d. to 74d. in Connaught, and 
6d. to 7d. in the Saorstdt counties of 
Ulster. In South Meath farmers were 
paid 1s. 1d. a gallon for milk intended 
for Dublin consumers. Towns in counties 
Wexford and Meath were supplied at a 
retail price of ls. 8d., and in County 
Westmeath at 2s. a gallon. Consumers 
will note a remarkable margin between 
production costs of milk and retail prices. 
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Port Wine. 


Many a modern, seated before a bottle 
of port wine, has thought of his three- 
bottle ancestors with a wondering awe. 
He will be comfdérted by the observation 
of the Lisbon Correspondent of The Times, 
that the three-bottle men “did not drink a 
wine of anything like the alcoholic strength 
of the present-day port.’’ As time passed, 
a sweeter and stronger. beverage was made. 
The Peninsular War, owing to the 
presence in Portugal of so many British 
officers, gave a great impetus to the trade 
for port wine in these islands, and “ from 
that time may be dated the establishment 
of most of the well-known vineyard-owners 
and wine-shippers whose names are 
familiar to-day.”’ Port wine is called 
after the city—O Porto, asitis named in 
Portuguese—from which it is exported. 
Efforts made by some  wine-producing 
countries to induce the British Govern- 
ment to enable the word “port’’ to be 
applied to their productions are resented 
in Portugal, since port is claimed as a 
regional appellation recognised by the 
world at large for centuries. Nowhere 
else, it is said, has there been discovered 
the peculiar, disintegrated, schist soil 
which produces the bonquet that is the 
soul of true port. Despite efforts 
by Oporto experts in Australia to 
imitate wines brought from Oporto, the 
Portuguese are convinced that the genuine 
wine never will be counterfeited with suc- 
cess. In order to assure that none but the 
true port shall bear the name, the 
Portuguese Government has forbidden any 
wine to be shipped from Oporto save that 
which is. produced in the Corgo district 
—the home of the original vintage.

THE FACTORY BILL. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
i Fripay: Nicut. 
Suggestions that the Government will 
not proceed next session with the long 
talked-of Factory Bill are premature. 
Whether there will be time to place it on 
the Statute Book is another aspect of the 
matter. It will be highly contentious. 
especially if seeking to impose fresh 
burdens vn industry, a question that may 
be taken as a foregone conclusion, Apart 
from legislation in this direction, the 
Government will have its hands full in 
redeeming pledges to reform the Upper 
Chamber and to extend the franchise to 
women of twenty-one. The latter proposal 
promises to divide the Ministerial rank 
and file almost as sharply as that for the 
revision of the Prayer Book, and it is an 
open question whether, if left to a free 
vote of the House, it would secure a Con- 
servative majority. 
The Beet Sugar Subsidy. 


The supplementary estimate required to 
pay the subsidy on sugar and molasses 
manufactured from beet grown in Great 
Britain exceeds expectations, as it amounts 
to £900,000 instead of half a million. 
This will bring the total subsidy up to 
£5.400.000. Making allowance, however, 
for the drawback in respect of Excise 
duty, the net cost to the Treasury will 
be £3,600,000. The payment of that sum 
certainly has set a new industry on its 
legs, but there has been a serious reaction 
on the British sugar refining trade, several 
of the principal refining ‘irms having had 
temporarily to close down their works. 
They are demanding from the Government 
such measures as will give them some 
protection against what they declare to 
be unfair competition stimulated by State 
preferential treatment 


The Totalisator. 


When those members of Parliament 
specially interested in the matter meet nexg 
Thursday to consider the draft of the 
Totalisator Bill two important points will 
come up for discussion. | 
the scheme shall apply to dog-racing, 4 
condition on which many members have 
promised the measure their support, and 
the other whether bookmakers’ places 
shall be dealt with. Im many quarters 1' 
is considered impossible to legalise the 
totalisator on racecourses unless places 
where bookmakers can stand also are 
legalised. There is much diversity of 
opinion on these matters, and it will be 
interesting to see what decisions are 
reached. 


Spurious Coins. 


Little of the £7,000,000 of counterfeit 
metal currency which, according to a 
League of Nations committee, has been 
seized during the past three years has been 
in circulation in this country. The ex- 
cellent finish of British coins sets a hard 
task to those who try to produce counter- 
feit. Small amounts of spurious money 
occasionally are passed into circulation, 
but coining on a bai scale has not been 
attempted here for some years. British 
coins have such a high reputation abroad 
that the Roval Mint has been entrusted 
with the production of much continental 
currency. 


The Atlantic Squadron. 


A movement is afoot to ensure that 
during the spring or summer as many of 
the Atlantic Squadron as can be spared 
shall pay a visit to London.

Shovping by Candlelight. 


Hundreds of shops in the Oxford street 
region had to begin business to-day 1n 
darkness owing to the failure of the 
electric light. The morning broke murky 
and dull, necessitating more or less the 
full use of artificial illumination, with 
the result that the first hour’s trade had 
to he carried on by the aid of candles, 
vendors of which over a wide area com- 
pletely sold out their stocks soon after 
their shutters were down. The current 
was restored in a little over an hour. It 
was fortunate that the breakdown did not 
occur later in the day while Christmas 
shopping was in swing. There is an 
enormous seasonal turnover in all parts 
of the West End just now, and an inter 
ruption of business, say, in the late after- 
noon would have meant the loss of 
thousands to the Oxford street trade. 


The Christmas Tradition. 


According to English tradition, Christmas 
should be spent at home, but during 
recent years increasing inroads have: been 
made in that custom. The first break 
occurred by holding the usual festive 
dinner at one or other of the big hotels 
which specially set themselves to cater for 
family parties; but this season’s tendency 
will be to go further afield, and snatch a 
few days’ holiday at the seaside, to the 
complete desertion of the home fireside. 
To this end all the hotels in: the principal 
watering places are making necessary 
arrangements, and that they will be fully 
patronised is indicated by the railways 
having decided to run in duplicate all 
their special Christmas trains that will 
be required to transport the Friday to 
Tuesday exodus, 


Greyhounds at Wembley. 


Wembley Stadium opens to-morrow 
night as a greyhound-racing course. A 
thousand men have been boi Finn day and 
night for the last six weeks preparing the 
track and accommodation for the public. 
With the object of developing the social, 
as well as the sporting, side of these 
meetings the directors have converted the 
great banqueting hall into an informal 
club, with separate suites for men and 
women and a restaurant capable of seat- 
ing with comfort well over a thousand 
people. Altogether the Stadium now wil! 
provide accommodation for 92,000. persons 
to watch the racing, of which number 
50,000 will be under cover. A new feature 
is the lighting of the inside rails of the 
track 525 yards long, and for illumination 
generally over thirty miles of wire have 
been laid.

Dramatic action was taken by the 
Bratianu Government late last night, when 
special trains, carrying thousands of 
students from their annual Congress, 
arrived in the capital here. A large part 
of the Bucharest garrison was placed 
suddenly under arms and marched to the 
railway station, which was surrounded. 

When the cheering of the students, who 
had just engaged in bloodshed and rioting 
in former Hungarian towns, subsided, 
they were arrested en masse and taken to 
the military barracks, because the prisons 
were too small to house them. 

Several hundred students were marched 
to prison, and sixteen are being held to 
face courtmartial. Meanwhile, in Parlia- 
ment, M. Madgearu, member of the 
Opposition, introduced a resolution 
demanding that the Government should 
resign, because it apparently has not 
enough power to maintain order in the 
country. Although the Government is 
enforcing the strictest censorship, it is 
apparent that troubles will result, and 
probably a serious political crisis.

THE AUTOMATIC 
TELEPHONE. - 
FURTHER EXTENSION , 
IN DUBLIN. 


ADVANTAGES OF THE 
NEW SYSTEM. 


,™ 
- 


At two o'clock to-morrow morning the 
new Automati: Telephone Exchange at 
Merrion street, Dublin, will be brought 
into full operation. This means that 
almost 2,000 subscribers in the area 
stretching from Harcourt to Pearse street 
and from Dawson street to the Grand 
Canal will in future have an automatic 
service. These subscribers include all 
those whose telephone numbers are in the 
sixty thousands. 

A great many of the subscribers already 
have been changed over and are working 
the aptomatic telephones; but, te avoid 
any diteatties to-morrow morning, all 
subscribers who have not yet been changed 
must operate their switch before 2 a.m. 
on Sunday. The switch which is at 
present showing the letter M. (manual) 
must be pulled over until it shows the 
letter A., and must be left in that position. 
Instructions as to correct dialling have 
been issued, and inspectors have visited the 
different premises to instruct subscribers 
in the use of the automatic mechanism. 


HOW TO USE THE AUTOMATIC 
TELEPHONE. 

Unlike the old system, the first thing 
to be done on the automatic telephone is 
to take off the receiver. A finger then 
must be placed in the opening opposite to 
the ‘initial figure of the number required 
and the dial swung round to the ‘‘stop ”’ 
arm. The operation is repeated until the 
required number has been dialled and thus 
connection follows automatically. 

If the required number is engaged, a 
buzzing noise will proclaim the fact. Then 
the user should hang up the receiver and 
ring again later. There is nothing to be 
gained by holding the receiver, as a fresh 
call must be dialled. 

Such occurrences as cutting into another 
person’s conversation as has frequently 
been the case with manual operation can- 
not take place without something serious 
being wrong. 

There is a very faint chance that two 
subscribers may require the same number 
at the same time, but the automatic tele- 
phone acts with such delicacy and prompti- 
tude that it detects the two-thousandth 
part of a second difference between the 
time the calls are registerd, so that the 
caller who is the two-thousandth part of 
a second ahead will get the number, while 
the other person will receive the buzz 
announcing ‘‘ Number engaged. 


IMPORTANCE OF REPLACING THE 
RECEIVER. 

Another feature of the automatic tele- 
phone is that the user gets instantaneous 
clearance if he hangs up the receiver, and 
can put through a fresh call two seconds 
afterwards. In the manual] service the 
delay. is reckoned at 15 seconds between 
calls. The user, however, should put back 
the receiver when the call is finished, 
otherwise he puts not alone his own tele- 
phone, but that of the person with whom 
he. has been talking, out of service. 

While an Irish Times representative was 
at the Merrion Exchange he witnessed in 
the course of a few minutes quite a number 
of cases where the subscribers went away 
without replacing the receiver, though the 
parties to whom they were talking had 
rung off. 

One of the great features of the auto- 
matic telephone is that there is the same 
quick service day and night—the staffs in 
this case, represented by the switches, are 
always on duty. 


PROPOSED EXTENSION OF THE 
SYSTEM. 

This is the second automatic exchange 
to come into operation in the city, the 
first being that at Ship street, with about 
800 subscribers, in the area from Harcourt 
street to Inchicore—those with telephone 
numbers which range in the 50 thousands— 
so that the South side of the city, with 
the exception of a small area adjoining 
the river, is now supplied with the auto- 
matic service. The service in the Si.ip 
street area has proved very satisfactory 
since its inception, and will be increas- 
ingly satisfactory as people become accus- 
tomed to the manipulation of the dial. 

There are still approximately 4,400 non- 
automatic telephones in operation in the 
city, and these will be changed over as 
speedily as possible. The intention is to 
extend the automatic system to the town- 
ships south of the city as far as Killiney. 

A new feature that is also being intro- 
duced is a new money box for the recep- 
tion of money for local and trunk calls, 
as well as for telegrams. Such an innova- 
tion—especially in regard to telegrams— 
will prove a great convenience to people, 
who will be able, where this new cash box 
is installed, to get their messages away 
without having to make the journey to a 
post office in the centre of the city.

NORTHERN. MINISTER’S

CHRISTMAS FARE. 


LOWER PRICES IN 
DUBLIN. 


From a Woman CORRESPONDENT. 


While Christmas is a time of sentiment 
and tradition, it is also a time of very 
solid facts. Such a fact is the Christmas 
dinner, It is undoubted that at Christmas 
people eat and drink more than they do 
at other times, partly on account of the 
cold weather when food is more necessary 
than when it is warm. 

For those people who have not yet “ been 
round ”’ the shops in search of ingredients 
for their Christmas dinner a pleasant sur- 
prise is in store. The majority of Christmas 
food commodities are decidedly cheaper 
than they were last year. 

Turkeys are 1s. 2d. a pound in most. of 
the shops, as compared with 1s. 4d. last 
year. If the cold weather continues it will 
have a favourable effect on the price of 
turkeys, as they can be bought up in 
quantities and stored till they are ready 
for sale in Christmas week itself. Ham, 
usually cooked with the turkey, is con- 
siderably cheaper-—g@out sixpence a pound 
—than it was last year. 

Currants are a little dearer—a penny or 
so in the pound—but sultanas are both 
cheaper and better this year. Sugar is 
cheaper, while eggs are about the same 
price. 

In fresh meat there is a reduction of 
fourpence a pound compared with tliis 
fime last year, and that special butcher’s 


also. Oriental fruits, crystallised sweets, 
preserved ginger are part of the more 
luxurious side of Christmas fare. A four- 
pound box of crystallised fruits straight 
from the South of France can be had for 
ten shillings, which is threepence a pound 
cheaper than last year. Preserved ginger, 
dates and figs are cheaper, too; but 
raisins, alas, aré twopence a pound dearer. 


REDUCTION ALL ROUND. 

The manager of a leading store told me 
that, in spite of duty, there was now a 
considerable all-round reduction in the 
price of food commodities in Dublin. The 
case of chocolates is an interesting one. 
In spite of the duty, they can now be 
had at the same price as in England, 
which this Christmas is a reduced price. 
Biscuits and cakes are cheaper. Eating 
apples and oranges are about the same 
price. Cooking apples vary greatly from 
shop to shop, but on the whole are 
cheaper. Tangerines can be had at 1s 6d. 
and 1s. 8d. a box of two dozen. The best 
stewing prunes are eightpence and nine- 
pence a pound. 

Crackers are cheaper, too. A box that 
cost half-a-crown last year can be bought 
now for 2s. 3d. 

Many French goods, such as cheeses, 
vary with the fluctuations of the franc. 
Of late the franc has shown a steadier 
tendency, and Camembert and other 
French cheeses follow its example. 
Camembert is now ls. 4d. a box; some 
years ago it was as low as tenpence. 

Puff paste should be mentioned here. 
Its price is unchanged, but it is convenient 
to know that for sixpence or a shilling 
a pound of puff paste can be bought ready- 
made. All one has to do is to smooth it 
out with the rolling pin and put it in the 
oven. I have heard many people praise 
it, and it saves such trouble. 

It will be a very poor housewife, inded, 
that will not be able to come home more 
heavily laden with the good things of 
Christmas than she did last year.

Shannon 
scheme, the Agricultural Credits Corpora- 
tion and so on, as well as the claims of 
local authorities for long-term loans. , The 
first Loan had to be raised to meet the 
cost of restoring order and of discharging 
obligations in the way of compensation, 
etc. That is the difference. 

“This Loan is a purely business pro- 
position, and the manner in which it is 
being taken up shows that it is universally 
recognised as good business. ” 


SMALL INVESTORS. 


MANY APPLICATIONS 
YESTERDAY. 

There were fewer applications for very 
large amounts in the new Loan yesterday ; 
but bank managers and stockbrokers 
reported that the applications by small 
investors were larger than on any other 
day since the subscription list opened. 

One stockbroker dealt with business 
amounting to nearly £60,000, most of 
which consisted of purchases ranging from 
£20 to £1,000, with several bigger 
amounts up to £5,000. 

Several Dublin firms are buying Stock 
for their workers, who will pay for it in 
small weekly instalments. 

The Loan has its humorous side. A 
Dublin broker received a letter from a 
person in a remote part of the country 
saying that he would like £1,000 of 
stock. “ Please send it on,” said the 
writer, ‘‘I am so busy here that I cannot 
come up to Dublin to collect the money.”’ 

Another man, a small farmer, wrote to 
a Dublin bank :—‘‘ Kindly send me £600 
from the National Loan.” When the 
manager wrote asking if the applicant de- 
sired it fully paid-up or in instalments, 
the reply was :—‘‘ Please send it to me by 
instalments, as I never call to the bank 
in the winter time.’’

ANTI-CHRISTMAS 
CAMPAIGN. 


OPEN-AIR FILMS AND 
MASQU ERADES,

RIGA, Friday. 
Soviet organisations in Moscow have 
decided that the anti-religious campaign 
this Christmas is to be on a scale greater 
than any in the past few years. 

The Central Committee of the 
‘‘Komsomoltsi’’ (the League of Young 
Communists) has received instructions 
from the Communist party to co-operate 
with the Anti-God Society “in making 
the anti-Christmas campaign successful.’’ 

The programme must include open-air 
masquerades, so far as weather permits, 
and anti-religion cinematograph films must 
be shown in public squares, and wherever 
they are likely to divert people from the 
churches. 

The instructions advise an arrangement 
of the chief items of the anti-Christmas 
programme, according to the new style 
calendar, in the towns, but thirteen: days 
later in the villages to coincide with the 
Christmas celebrations of the peasants, 
who for the most part still observe the 
old-style calendar. 

During the recent Church festivals the 
anti-religious campaign was confined in- 
doors, but now apparently it has been 
decided to resume the earlier methods, 
which were abandoned owing to the hostile 
attitude of the general public.

The Council of the League of Nations is 
showing a certain intelligtble reluctance to 
discuss in public the more thorny problems

Marshal Pilsudski is known to desire to 
leave Geneva to-morrow night; so a deter- 
mined effort is being made by the leading 
members of the Council to bring about at 
least a sufficient approximation of his views 
to those of M. Valdemaras, the Lithuanian 
Prime.

Russian, with just a handful of Lithuanians, 
would be a burden rather than an advantage ; 
but the claim has. proved a rallying cry, 
without which this little State, with a popu- 
lation about equal to that of Wales, might 
never have established its nationhood, and 
the claim cannot be precipitously abandoned. 

The Council of the League will probably 
be well satisfied if, in addition to the 
abandonment of the fictitious state of war, 
it can bring about the restoration of normal 
diplomatic relations between the two neigh- 
bouring countries. At the moment of writing 
the latter gain appears to be by no means 
assured.

TO BE SOUGHT. 

The supporters of the Premium Bond 
proposal are losing no time in seeking the 
opinion of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer (says the Lobby Correspondent 
of the Press Association).

NEW YORK. 
OTING machines have come to stay in 
the United States. At the recent 
judicial elections in New York over 1,800 
machines were used to record more than 
one million votes. This figure does not 
represent the total number of votes cast 
throughout the city; for in three of the 
five city boroughs voting machines were 
not used. 

A voting machine is approximately the 
size of the conventional telephone booth. 
The entrance is draped with a curtain, 
and, when the voter enters the machine, 
which is isolated in the centre of the floor 
in the polling booth, he moves a lever over- 
head which closes the curtain, completely 
concealing him from the outside, and 
simultaneously unlocks the recording 
mechanism of the machine. He now pro- 
ceeds to vote. In front of him is a 
number of levers and under every lever the 
name of a candidate. All that is necessary 
is to pull down the lever over the name 
of the candidate for whom he wishes to 
vote. 

If there are any amendments to be voted 
on—in the last New York election thera 
were nine proposed amendments to the 
constitutional laws to be balloted on by 
the electors—then the text of every amend- 
ment is placed on the face of the 
machine, directly under two levers, one 
lever being labelled “ YES “” and the other 
“NO.” The voter may spend not more 
than three minutes in the booth; so it 
would be necessary for him to have his 
decision regarding the amendments already 
reasonably clear-cut in his mind before he 
enters the booth to vote. 


MECHANICAL SECRECY. 

The remarkable feature of the machino 
lies in the fact that, if the voter wishes 
to change his ballot, he may do so; for 
until he moves back the curtain. lever, 
which he first pulled over on entering the 
booth, no vote is recorded. Only when the 
voter has finished balloting will he pull 
the curtain-releasing lever in order to leave 
the booth, and only then will the votes 
be recorded automatically- in the counting 
mechanism of the machine. Simultaneously, 
every one of the voting levers that has 
been pulled down will be returned automa- 
tically to its original position by the move- 
ment of the curtain lever before the curtain 
is impossible, therefore, for 
any outsider, or for the next voter enter- 
ing the booth, to see how the previous

“ After over forty years’ experience as a) 
butc.:er in North n, making a careiul | 
study of the various qualities of the different 
breeds of eattle, I have not the slightest hesi- 
tation in saying that both from the point of 
view of the consumers and the butchers there | 
are but few breeds of cattle suitable for the 
present demand. Let me, by way of example, 
compare two well-known types. Take a pure- 
bred Aberdeen Angus heifer or ox weighing 
9 cwts. or from 76 to 80 stone, and a Short- 
horn weighing 100 stone. The roasts out of 
the former, cut as we do in London, and the | 
roasts out of the latter bear no comparison 
the one to the other. The larger joint would 
be sold at 4d. per Ib. less; and the difference 
in its economic value would be even more pro 
nounced than that. The coarser parts are | 
difficult to sell, and the heavy weight of bone i 
really makes the heavy beast far dearer and 
less economical than appears. I think. I 
would be expressing the view of many meat 
traders if I said that we would welcome the | 
suggestion that standardisation and grading 
of cattle should be attempted. 

“To sum up the whole situation in a few 
words: the trade in our butchers’ shops has 
completely altered since the war. Family 
home life has lost its old character; “the 
advent of the motor car and the love of pic: 
nicine during the summer months has done 
away with the family gatherings as we used 
to know them. Domestie help is difficult to 
obtain, and the maintaifing of large estab- 
lishments has become svch a problem that 
many people have abandoned housekeeping 
and are living in service fats and hotels. The 
dav of the 12ib. week-end joint has gone, and 
there seems no prospect that the demand for 
large legs and saddles of mutton will return. 
We are compelled, in our catering for the 
public, to supply the article which they 
demand. We have to forget what we used to 
do and waste no time m vain regrets.

He bought a 
buying and selling company at  Hebdén 
Bridge, ahd turned it into anew Jimjtéd com- 
pany with á nominal capital of £350,000, Jt was 
just after the company had completed : its 
stocktaking in April, 1921, when the concern, 
was valued at £27,000, that-'the incident 
occa¥red which created the book debt re: 
ferred to,. 

Early ‘in the morning of. April 2nd three 
men, who were afterwards found to be Sinn 
feiners, fished into the place, and while one 
of them held. the only occupant, a char- 
woman, at the pistol’s point, the others 
dashed about the leite sprinkling, petrol 
and paraffin over the goods, and then setting 
fire to them.The alarm was raised and the 
flames extinguished, but not until. . grave 
damage had been done. The same night one 
of the three raiders was arrested, andin 
August, 1921, was convicted at Manchester 
Assizes of tréason and felony and sentenced 
tá five years’ penal .servitnde, aiterwards 
being released under the general amnesty. 

NO COMPENSATION. 

Although Mr, Brierley’s business was in- 
sured for £30;000; no compensation conld be 
granted under the policy, owing to the 
damage having been caused by what had 
been decided to be treason:felony. The com- 
pany made a cértifiéd claim for £7,358, and 
received the support of .influetitial leaders. 
Later the Home Office wrote that compensa: 
tion could be awarded only in case of out- 
rages occurring im Southern Ireland, and that 
** no extension. of the legal rights of persons 
who have suffered malicious. injnry other 
than in Ireland ss contemplated.’’ The effect 
on the debtor's bisiness, not ofily in actual 
lass, but im thé complete disloeation of his 
husiness was, disastrous, and.twelve months 
after the ,outrage the company went into 
voliintary liqhidation.

After the verdict was returned he was asked 
if he had anything to say, and replied, “J 
shall maintain that the jury and witnesses 
have made an honest mistake, and if it was 
not for a céftain detective sergéant I should 
have heen found not guiltv.’’ Power alleged 
that the man reíerrped to last mouth arrived 
at the prison to serve some additional evi- 
dence on him, and in order ta provoke Power 
to commit a crime, the man picked up a 
poker, and said, ‘Come on, I will smash 
your braing in,” 
Power added that the Governor and 
officials of the prison could testify to the in 
cident. “1: it were not for the conduct of 
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that police sérgeant,.who has had it in for me 
since | left, the poliee íorce,'” he said, “I 
should not have been found guilty.” 

Turning ,to the jury, Power said, “ You 
havé found an -ititocent. man guilty.” 

After Mr. Justice Swift had passed sentencé 
of death, Power said, ' 1 am appealing against 
that sentence, you know.” 

Mr. Norman Birkett; K.C., for the Crown, 
ásked the judge if he should refer to the 
prisoner's allegations, and Mr. Justice Swift 
feplied, “Do not let us say anything about 
matters. which are not relevant.” The judge 
added that thé other indictments would stay 
on the file.

UNEMPLOYMENT 


BILL. 


ONE BRIGHT SPOT IN 
DREARY DEBATE.

From Ovr PARLIAMENTAMRY CORRESPONDENT. 
WESTMINSTER, Friday. 

It was a happy inspiration that brought 
Sir John Simon down to the House this after- 
oon. His speech was the-one bright. spot in 
a debate which, in the main, consisted of a 
repetition of arguments with which the,;Honke 
is already. too familiar... This wag. the 
thirteenth day occupied in discussing the Un- 
employment Insurance Bill, and, as Mr, Bet- 
terton remarked in moving the third réading, 
it could not be said that members, have not 
had ample opportunity to examine it in 
every detail, Possibly a much longer time 
would have been occtpied in passing the 
measure through its various stages had not 
the guillotine. been. brought. into operation, 

lí on the last day members have gained 
some insight inte an involved and extremely 
controversial measure it is largely due to Sir 
John fSifhón, whe approached the subject 
from an entirely new angle and threw fresh 
light on, matters which hitherto. many 
speakers have confessed their inability to 
understand. 

T Parliamentary Under-Secrelary's 
gum this afternoon had little to do. with 
the bill itself. It wad more in the nature of 
# commentary upon the attitude taken up by 
the two sections of the Opposition. He could 
in @ medsure understand the contentptuotus 
indignation of the Labour Party, bat he was 
puzzled to atcount for the comparative. reti- 
cence of the Liberals. Two members only of 
that, party had, he said, hitherto taken part 
in the debates, Mr. F. Brown and Mr. Perev 
Harris; and it was worth noting that while 
the absentee leaders were speaking of the 
reckless and’ improvident action of the Go- 
vernment these two: gentlemen .were support- 
ing and voting for amendments which would 
have added at Jeast. twenty millions to the 
cost of the scheme. 

Sir John Simen’s retort to Mr. Betterton 
was that, on Jooking round. when he came 
into the House, he found that there were 
present. 4. per cent. of the Conservative Party, 
10 per cent. of the Labour Party, and 15 per 
cent. of the Liberal Party. He would, per- 
haps, be told. that this only illustrated the 
danger of statistical and percentage calcula- 
tions, but the fact remained. He had no 
doubt that when the guillotine féil absent 
members would ‘roll up in force and pro- 
néutice that what they found in the bill was 
very good. . (Lmughter,) 

Sir John then gave the. House his reasons 
why such a conclusion was entirely unjus- 
tified. Perhaps its greatest fault was that it 
was álmost entirély legislation .by reference. 
Not so long ago there was a sport known as 
‘‘a treasure hunt.’’ Lf people were lucky they 
found a clue, but this clue only led them 
to another clue, and that to another. If 
they persevered long enough they discovered 
the treasure. Legislation by reference was 
really a form of Parliamentary treasure hunt. 

Sir John produced a large bundle of books 
strapped together as an illdstration of what 
legislation by reference really meant, and he 
caused much laughter when he went on to 
say how entertained he was when Mr. Better- 
ton, in his opening speech, said: “This is 
what if means’ in plain English.” So far 
froin béitig “ plain English,’ it was “donble 
Datch.” There had been filtéen unemploy- 
ment bills since the statute of 1920, and 
nobody could try to piece togetlier what was 
in this bill unless they collected and put 
markers in most of the other Acts. . It was 
quifé time that this sort of thing was put 
& stop to, ' 

His view of the bill was that it, would 
haye been much better to give a statutory 
right to benefit from beginnifig to end. As 
it was, the boundary between one el?“---of 
pérson and another was being .contii ally 
chahged. Now the boundary had been moved 
so as to throw people out of the range of 
unemployment insurance, ahd bring them 
within the pale of the poor law. It threw 4 
burden on localities which were the least 
able to bear it. The prineiple of the bill 
was unsound, and those whe considered it 
was reduciug the burden on the country weéré 
labouring under a delusion. 

Sir Arthut Steel-Maitlahd conclutied. tle 
debate. He admitted that. the phrasevlogy. of 
the bill was obscure, but the. system it set 
up was uniform ahd clear.  (Ironical cheers: 

The guillotitie fell at.3.30i ahd the shied 
reading of the bill was carried by 235 to 124.
